"computing a relevance score for each group, wherein computing the relevance 
score includes computing a linguistic score for each group and generating context 
information for the target document based on the computed relevance score, wherein a 
title is composed from text of a group with a highest relevance score and a summary of 
the target document is composed from anchor texts of a number of groups with highest 
relevance scores."
